Mr. Fialu!! rose to .i (juostion nf privi- 
lege. In The Colonj.'^t of ycstorday ho 
\Ta.s reported as Imviiifj aaiil in rcferonce 
to tho Dominion and tho Pacilio Jiailway 
question, ''that a financial crisi.H for Gui- 
ada was looming in tho distance." Wliut 
ho did soy was. ho deaircd to stato that 
"this Provinco had lo."<t its best frionds in 
tho downfall of (ho .Macdonald adminis- 
tralion, and tho cancolli'ig of tliu contract 
with Sir Hugh Allan, and must boar in 
mind wheti .Mr. Mackenzie camo iu i)owor 
ho not only lost tho dopofit niado by Sir 
Hugh Allan for the oon.strnction of the 
Railway, but instead of ftmlinf,' a .surplus 
in tho Treasury of ?'J,()0O,0i)0 or §3,1)00,- 
000, there was a deficit of nearly 8-1,000,- 
000 and taxation, to tho e.x.tent of about 
83,000,000 had to be resorted to n 
fiHie when a flnancinl cruiis was looming in 
the distance."

tho EHcjiiiniall .Nuiiainio railway is not 
uart of tho Pacilio itmiway, but was mero- 
Iv oJl'etod 03 cooiponsatioa for delay, and 
denjriBg the sn^d ascrtion also passed 
Olausos 6, 7, and 8 alluding to the aban- 
donment of tho sottlomont and tho ehango 
in tho dotorininucion of ilie Jjoniinion 
iptyfCfUinei-'t to con.struct tlio Iviilway by 
private ontorpriso, and to tlio faet that 
tho Torma of Union reniain tmaltorod by 
tho fiiinutcs of tho Dominion (^oyernmont

fjoqiperiuatjon lias been ofTored for brok- 
pn ongagenients as to wagon road and 
toiegrapn line and for d i;.;i;:t rousi deK^vys 
111 railway oonstrnctiiin, paaned. CIhuho 
JO admitting the olTer of jJToO.OOO na a 
bonus for future delay.i was roado, paa.s- 
od. ClauHO 11 Bolting forth tho refusal 
of tho Local Governmont to accept that 
oiTor, and clauso 12 e.^pressing tho aj)- 
proviil of the Coramitleo tjf said refusal,

tJlaUflO W that'Hio aim of tho l^roviuoo i« 
Ip seouni prac^tieal Cor.fnderalioii and iu 
(jnti(;i))ated advniiti(-,'i'3 in lion of thcorn 
fical union with iH lo';io-i .iiul many tlis- 
(jppojl)tuiont was di^oiisseii, 

Mr. liiimphreyu agie,-d \i ith tho Bt.ate- 
nieut of tho Leader of tho CJovorninont as 
Bot forth iu the olauso, but ho woa pre- 
pared to go further. Tho view of thi« 
rroviiioo Mil to tiractii'ul porif(>derrition 
might Ijo wiili'ly (liil'i'icnt from that en- 
tertainnd b^- tho Dominion Oovornnicnt, 
ho would therefore suggest that the 
Clauso bo ainendod to roiid, ''That tho 
fi\m of tho Provinco is to »<oonro yraolicql 
CJonfedoralion and its anticipi.l^il advan- 
toaee, at indicafecl bj/ the Terms of Union." 

The Louder of the abvornmont would 
bo glad t o asaent to the explanatory 
amendment. 

Dr. ToJniio also moved that the word 
"deprivations" ho insertod aftor tho word 
*io«ses." Carried. 

Clause 15, as mtrodueod by the Leader 
oS tho QoYorumeut rinds .is lollowo; 



"That as tho Dominion Government 
have failed to observe their railway en- 
gagements with tho Provinco, and have 
intimated, as stated, their intention not to 
carry them ont, your Commilteo atlviso 
that'yoiir Honorable House do appoint a 
Committao to draft and submit to the 
House an humble Address to Her Majes- 
ty, setting forth all tho cirounistancos 
connected with tho subject of this K^^port, 
and praving that llor Majesty may be 
graciouslv jjloaaod to at oneo inovo tho 
Dominion Government to carry out the 
oondilions of tho settlemout elVeeted 
through tho mediation of Lord Oarnur- 
von, and agreud to by tliom." 

I\Ir. Vernon, rising, moved the follow- 
ing (imeudinent theioto: 

"Whilrtt endorsing the action of thid 
Governmout in dealing with tho propos- 
nia convoyed iu tho Minute of Council 
dated Sept. 20th, 1875. this Houso would 
be prepared to oousidor suoh offer of 
componsation for abandonment of the 
proKont construotion of tho Es(iuimalt 
and I^anaiino railway as ijor Jlajealy'g 
Secretary of Stiite fen- tho Colonies uii.!,'ht 
recommend as a fair equivalout for tho 
work. Provided always that none of tho 
otiier p.trts of Lord (Jarniirvon'a recom- 
mendntiona of Nov. IVtli, 187-t, shall bo 
diatiirbod or injuriously allVcted tliero- 
by. And wo Wc;utd i'y;ipeetfiilly rr(iiu\it 
that Hor M-»jesty's Governnioiit may 
pleased to luovo tho Doniiuioh Govern- 
ment to commence the eoustructioa of 
tho Canadian Pacific Railway this .year, 
08 wo firmly believe tliat aniplo time has 
been given to the J.tomiriion tioverunnnit 
for the completion of ail iit'!-i.'ssai-y sur- 
veys." 

The hon. gentleinati said li:- did not in- 
tend to speak iit any k'u.v.t'-^-is tho railway 
question had already been bo fully dis 
cussod. He would stato, however, that 
ho sustained tho policy of the tiovern- 
inontin rejecting ino oH'.-r of .^7r.0,()00 as 
i;ompensalioii for .ill f ituro (k-lays in 
railway eonstrui'liiin. U v/as pcan-cly 
fair, neverlheless, to \-i(-\f tlio Island 
railway as the whole snlistaneo of t!ie 
question, and be was in favor of receiv- 
ing a cash bonus for temporary abaudoii- 
nit nt of this portion of tl,., iine. He could 
not bring his mind to lK-lievt> that any 
man who had risen to ilici pn-'-iti-)!! oi-cii- 
jjied by Mr. Mai-kenz.e cimld bo so de- 
void of honesty nu to offer #750,000 as an 
ultimatum for all past and future delays 
in conneotion with the entire railway. 
The leader of the Dominion Government 
w.ia entitled to a eertain amount of fyni- 
pathj when it was oonnidered thr.t he Imd 
to extricate himself frcjni the results of 
errors committeil by his predeeessors in 
oMco. iio was in power to iict for tho in- 
tcroeta of tho whole Dominion, and if not 
prepared to build the Esquimalt-NaDiii- 
mo railway would, tho sjieaker imagined, 
agree to tho payintfnt of a equiva- 
lent, tho amount of which ini);hl lie' ti.xi'd 
by Lord C.irnai'von . lie belioNed this 
was the couHuon senso view to tako of 
the matter, and ono nioro liUely to arrive 
nt an auiieablo settlement of tho question 
than the exercise of any legal acuinon the 
House possessed (cheers). Ho would a 1: 
hon. members to support his tunGndment 
if they agreed with Iiirn. 

Mr. Brown, (New Westminster) second- 
fjd tho amend !i;;;nt. 

IJon. Mr. Walkeni objected ti any 
tampering with tho Carnarvon Terms, 
which wero considered fi^ir to Canada at 
that time. The Miauta of Council was a 
repudation of tho entire railway term, 
and any HUggo.stion for further alteratimi 
should oomo from [jord Cirnarvon and 
not be snggostol by us. The Proviueo 
had never relinquished its hold on the 
Imperial Government as endorser of the 
original terms of Union, and he trusted 
it never would let gc, Tho urigunil 
tornis of Union wei'o substituted to the 
jieoplo to ascertain their views upon them. 
They woro passed by tho Iie;;islative 
Council of British Columbiij and suli-i-i 
quontly by tho Parliament at Ottawa. 
The whole question of cojtaud c^qKiUililv 
was gone into at the time, and no proK^^t 
was entered before the Xir,p'.-riql ( jovern 
inent against the iidoplion of the t(-nns, 
and aftor Ihroo muntlis' cousiderati.ui the 
Imperial nssL'tlt v»'as given to tneni, 
I'ho hon. gen tleiuan then roview.-d and 
nketehod the Puoi.'le Soniidal, till! diivvii- 
fall of the Macdonahl Ministry and the 
aocession to power of Mr Mackenzie and 
his colleagues who hail idedged their 
V'ord to curry out the tornis. Tlin ijaes 
tlou had been gto^--ly inisrepreseated on 
tho Mainland. The Carnarvon Toinia 
were not fnuuti'l with o vluty to favoi iiiL,' 
ono seotiun more thau auother, but to 
relinvothe Carnarvou Govorutnent oitiiu 
liability to baiKl the road beyond Lake 
Superior within a period of ten yearn. 
Eloclainiod that tho lenniniis i;f the 
road was li.-icil at i-ls;) nuiialt \ij an (li-ili-r 
in Coiiniill.Nf lui buseii iheir reeomiui-n la 
tion Ihrongh tho engiueor-in-ehiof. lie was 
not ths champion of any partieular route; 
but it was hib duty to see that ju4ico 
was moted out to every part of the Prov- 
ince. The tcrminuo at Lsquimalt was es- 
tal)liaLeu, and feferetiei! was uiado to the 
report iif Iho Eiigineers on tlio liutc Jii- 
let route and tho crossing at Seymour 
Narrows to show that if the line wero car 
ried that way a tornijnuq at p^quimult 
1^08 ueoeijsary. The hon. mover propos 
ed that the Island line should bo sold 
out. fMr. Vernon— No 
raonej' yeccivod in unni;
